by the Red Cross. 


The desperate condition of the civ- 


ilian population of Belgium and north- 
ern France, who are being repatriated, 
and the work of the Red Cross in re- 
storing them to normal health is 
graphically described in a report to 
Red Gross headquarters from Evain, 
where repatriates are received. These 
destitute people are returning to their 
land at the rate of 1.000 a week, 80 
per cent of them children. Their hard- 
ships have been so acute that of the 
adults who return 30 per cent die the 
first month from exhaustion. 


"There arrived recently," says the 


report, "a train loaded with Belgian 
children, 680 of them, thin, sickly, 
alone, all between ages of four and 
twelve, children of men who refused 
to work for the Germans and of moth- 
ers who let their children go rather 
than let them starve. They poured 
off the train. 


"They had come all the long way 


•lone. The children ponred out the 
station, marched along the street, 
•hontlng, "Meat, meat, we are going 
to have meat!' to the Casino, where 
they were given a square oo*dl, the 
first in many months."
